to LA 


buildings delayed 


The retrofitting 
is scheduled to 

begin in the fall 
semester.

Three Liberal Arts buildings 
have sat empty on campus since 
last summer in anticipation of 
overdue seismic retrofitting, 
which was set to begin in Sep- 
tember 2012. 

‘Now the buildings will remain 
empty for another summer, as the 
project has been delayed until 
September 2013. 


The project, which includes - 


renovations and seismic retrofit- 
ting, will cost an estimated $10.3 
million to address deficiencies in 
LA buildings 2, 3 and 4, accord- 
ing to David Salazar, associate 
vice president of physical plan- 
ning and facilities management. 
The project’s estimated price is 
a sharp increase from the $4 mil- 
lion plan released by Physical 
Planning and Facilities Manage- 
ment in March. 

The upgrades are scheduled to 
begin in September and be com- 
pleted in July 2014. 

“The buildings will receive 
seismic upgrades along with up- 
grades to meet [the Americans 
with Disabilities Act] codes,” 
Salazar said. 

Salazar said the difference in 
cost estimates stems from adding 
more renovations to the original 
project, which was largely slated 
for seismic retrofitting and minor 


upgrades. 

The new project, however, also 
includés roof repairs, window 
replacements, full air condition- 
ing and electrical overhaul of the 
buildings. 

The March plan had an expect- 
ed start date of September 2012, 
so the three LA buildings have 
been vacated since last summer. 
Classes were relocated to the Pe- 
terson Hall buildings, but the cir- 
culation path and stairways along 
the LA buildings have remained 
open to accommodate foot traffic. 

According to Salazar, the proj- 


‘ect has been delayed because ad- 


ditional upgrades were proposed 
and extra time was needed to see 
the proposals approved. Time 
was also needed to secure fund- 
ing for the upgrades. 

“We needed more time to make 
sure we could take on all the up- 
grades at one time, rather than 
have several projects planned 
over a larger timespan,” Salazar 
said. 

Salazar said the buildings’ 
electronic’ improvements will 
include a green, energy-efficient 
approach, as the buildings will be 
Leadership in Energy and Envi- 
ronmental Design certified. 

Their electrical infrastructure 
will also be revamped in order to 
provide enough electrical power 
to sustain new technology im- 
provements. In their current con- 
dition, the buildings have trouble 
providing.enough power for all 
devices and classroom technol- 
ogy, Salazar said. 

Along with these internal im- 
provements, the buildings will 
also be repainted to match the

Women in combat will 
come with ‘friction points’

Cal State Long Beach military 
personnel say the recent policy 
change allowing women to fight 
in combat is a change not in job 


description but rather in recogni- 


tion. 

“This is no direct reflection of 
the chain of the command, nor 
of the army, but I would like to 
clarify that women have always 
served in combat,’ Master Sgt. 
and senior military science in- 
structor for the ROTC program 
Jerry Almario said. “During the 
war in Iraq, there have been in- 
stances where female soldiers 
fought alongside male soldiers, 
and they did a phenomenal job. I 
couldn’t be more proud of them.” 


Outgoing Secretary of Defense 
Leon Panetta’s decision, which 
was announced in January, would 
allow women to enter positions 
such as infantry, artillery and ar- 
mor. Though women have fought 
alongside their male counterparts 
in war, they primarily serve in 
support positions, such as me- 
chanics or military intelligence, 
Almario said. 

Combat positions, however, 
can be a requirement to some ar- 
eas of career advancement. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union filed a lawsuit in Novem- 
ber challenging the 1994 Pen- 
tagon rule, arguing that the ban 
did not recognize instances in 
which female soldiers engaged in 
combat and therefore left women 
unable to advance to certain posi- 
tions despite their-experience.

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Students 
evacuated from 
Building G on 
Sunday morning.

A mattress on the first floor of 
Building G in Parkside College 
caught fire Sunday due to a lit 
candle in the room of two female 
students, according to University 
Police. 

The fire alarms sounded at ap- 
proximately 9:15 a.m., and students 
were shortly evacuated from the 
building. 

Several Resident Assistants in- 
formed students that they would not be

University Police Cpl. Vergal Munoz 
said that the fire was contained by the 
residents of the building. 

“The reason we had to evacuate 
everyone was because of the smoke in 
the area,” Munoz said. 

The Long Beach Fire Depart- 
ment responded with large fans to 
help clear the smoke from the room 
within minutes of students being 
evacuated. 

The smoke was cleared within 45 
minutes, and students were allowed 
back into their rooms. 

Any lit candles and/or burnt wicks 
will result in a write-up for the student, 
according to the Residents Hall Calen- 
dar and Handbook. 

Students who are written up 
three times will be evicted from 
the residential halls, according the 
handbook.

Nevertheless, the lift on the ban has 
more implications than realized at first 
glance, Alex Campbell, a journalism 
major and veteran, said. 

“Females aren’t necessarily re- 
spected very well in the combat arms 
culture,’ Campbell said. “... Sexual 
harassment and sexual assault ... the 
rates of those things are very high in 
the military today. To put women in a 


more hostile culture inside the mili- 
tary, without preparing the units that 
would be affected ... I think is kind of 
foolish.” 

Though the military is expected 
to draw up plans for implementation 
within the next few months, Almario 
said the social aspects that accompany 
the change would take longer to work 
through. - 

“Tt’s going to take a while for peo- 
ple to open up,” Almario said. “There 
will be friction points, no doubt about 
that.”

color of the recently painted LA-1 
building, Salazar said. 

In 2012, the Cal State University 
Seismic Review Board listed the three 
LA buildings on their Priority 1 list for 
seisinic retrofits. 

“The list is based on campus needs 
in buildings where renovation is criti~ 
cal and provide a service by getting 
bond funding to-push projects up based 
on these needs,” CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis said. ; 

Fallis said the plan is to make build- 
ings as safe as possible for students 
because California is more prone to 
earthquakes. 

According to the U.S. Geological 
Survey website, the Los Angeles area 
has a 60 percent probability of having 
an earthquake greater than 6.7 magni- 
tude in the next 30 years. 

Salazar said the upgrades to the 
three LA buildings will be funded 
through university funds and will 
have no impact on future tuition 
costs. 


Although Campbell also anticipates 
hurdles, he said the policy change 
gives the military an opportunity to 
improve its culture. 

“Because, at the end of the day, I 
don’t care if you are male or female, 
gay, straight, blue, red, purple,” he 
said. “If you know how to shoot your 
target ... and you can patch me up if 
I or someone else gets hit, that’s all 
I really care about at the end of the 
day.”

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LOS ANGELES — Responding to 
a public rebuke by his successor, Car- 
dinal Roger M. Mahony insisted that 
he tried his best to deal with the priest 
molestation scandal but fell short be- 
cause not enough was known about the 
problem early in his career. 

In an extraordinary. open letter to 
Archbishop Jose Gomez, Mahony in- 
sisted Friday that he ultimately institut- 
ed state-of-the-art protections against 
child sexual abuse within the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 
He seemed to suggest that Gomez had 
acted unfairly by publicly announcing 
that he was stripping the cardinal of any 
public role in the local church. 

“Not once over these past years did 
you ever raise any questions about our 
policies, practices or procedures in deal- 
ing with the problem of clergy sexual 
misconduct involving minors,” he wrote. 

“Unfortunately, I cannot return now 
to the’ 1980s and reverse actions and 
decisions made then,” he added. “But 
when I retired as the active archbishop, 
I handed over to you an archdiocese 
that was second to none in protecting 
children and youth.” 

Mahony posted the letter on his blog 
Friday afternoon, hours after he said 
he had sent it to Gomez. 

In a letter Thursday to parishioners, 
Gomez announced that “effective im- 
mediately, I have informed Cardinal 
Mahony that he will no longer have any 
administrative or public duties.” 

The move came a week after the re- 
lease of church records showing Mahony 
worked to conceal abusers from police in 
the 1980s. 

The rebuke was largely symbolic, 
in no way diminishing Mahony’s pow- 
ers as a cardinal — a proverbial prince 
of the church who is part-of a select 
group entitled to vote for the next pope. 
The symbolism, however, was power- 
ful, sending shock waves through the 
churches and power centers of Ameri- 
can Catholicism. ; 

“In a sense what this is is a public 
shaming,” said Father Thomas Reese, 
a Jesuit priest who teaches at George- 
town University’s Woodstock Theolog- 
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ical Center. “Symbols matter. ... It’s a 
public acknowledgment by Gomez that 
his predecessor messed up.-That’s im- 
portant for the institution to do. Gomez 
can’t throw him in jail. I think he’s try- 
ing to symbolically show how seriously 
he’s taking this, even though the practi- 
cal effect may be minimal.” 

At churches throughout Los Ange- 
les, Catholic parishioners absorbed 
the news on the day after Gomez acted 
against Mahony and released thousands 
of pages of personnel files about abu- 
sive priests. He described the behavior 
detailed in the files as “terribly sad 
and evil.” Gomez also announced that 
Bishop Thomas Curry of Santa Bar- 
bara, who previously played a key role 


in the handling of sex abuse cases, had | 


stepped down.

In his letter, Mahony described his 
evolution as a leader overseeing priests 
who sometimes committed crimes 
against children. 

‘Nothing in my own background or 
education equipped me to deal with this 
grave problem,” he said. “In two years 
spent in graduate school earning a mas- 
ter’s degree in social work, no textbook 
and no lecture ever referred to the séx- 
ual abuse of children.” 

Nevertheless, he insisted, once he 
was installed as archbishop in 1985, 
he quickly took action to deal with the 
problem, speaking to priests and devel- 
oping “policies and procedures to guide 
all of us in dealing with allegations of 
sexual misconduct.” Those were ad- 
opted in 1989, he said. ; 

When cases of abuse arose, he said,

he relied on procedures that were “stan- 
dard across the country” for Catholic 
dioceses. Although he didn’t specify 
the procedures, these largely involved 
mental health counseling for priests, 
who were often shifted to another par- 
ish without warning parishioners about 
their history of abuse. 

“We were never told that, in fact, 


following these procedures was not ef 


fective, and that perpetrators were in- 
capable of being treated in such a way 
that they could safely pursue priestly 
ministry,” Mahony wrote. 

After detailing the more advanced 
procedures he put in place in 2002, after 
the sexual abuse crisis had exploded na- 
tionwide, Mahony told Gomez: “I have 
stated time and time again that I made 
mistakes, especially in the mid-1980s. I 
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apologized for those mistakes, and com- 
mitted myself to make certain that the 
archdiocese was safe for everyone.” 

Gomez, however, issued a statement 
late Friday saying: “Cardinal Mahony, 
as archbishop emeritus, and Bishop 
Curry, as auxiliary bishop, remain 
bishops in good standing in the Arch- 
diocese of Los Angeles, with full rights 
to celebrate the Holy Sacraments of the 
Church and to minister to the faithful 
without restriction.” 

It was not clear precisely which du- 
ties Gomez relieved Mahony of per- 
forming. Tod Tamberg, a spokesman 
for Gomez, would not elaborate. 

Nicholas Cafardi, a canon law expert 
at the Duquesne University law school, 
said Gomez has the authority to stop 
Mahony from speaking publicly within 
the archdiocese of Los Angeles — but 
not to do much else. Given that, he said, 
Gomez’s actions may have been the 
strongest he could have taken. 

“Cardinals are only able to be 
sanctioned by the Holy See, and what 
Archbishop Gomez did was not a sanc- 
tion, it was an administrative action,” 
Cafardi said. 

He added that Gomez probably has 
no authority over the frequent speak- 
ing Mahony does on behalf of im- 
migration rights around the nation. 
Moreover, he said, there is probably 
very little that Pope Benedict XVI can 
do to sanction Mahony. 

‘Any Vatican sanction against a 
cardinal requires a conviction under 
church law, and the statute of limita- 
tions would have run out on any crime 
that Mahony might have committed 
related to the sex abuse cases, he said. 

The Vatican spokesman, Father

would have no comment on Gomez’s 
announcement. 

Asked if Gomez consulted with the 
pope before acting, Lombardi said: 
“Obviously, the pope is informed about 
the situation in Los Angeles, but I have 
no comment about the events.”

US should deal with future unrest in Mali with great caution

Science of Why We Like What We Like” and was 
published in a semi-recent article by New York 
Times reporter James Gorman in which the hu- 
man inclination to enjoy pain is referred to as “A 
Perk of Our Evolution.” 

Though Gorman’s article is primarily centered 
on the idea of enjoying the pain 
of hot chili peppers, he argues 
that, “Chili pungency is not 
technically a taste.” This implies 
that the feeling of one’s tongue 
burning is the source of enjoyment, not the flavor 
of the pepper. In this sense, human beings stand 
alone.

Dave Grohl explores rock history in ‘Sound City’ 


The rockumentary follows 
the history of the Van Nuys 
recording studio.

In the Southern Californian valley, next to the Bud- 
weiser Brewery and a slew of suburban homes, sits’a 
little studio named Sound City. 

The place is a dump, with brown shag-carpet on the 
walls, stained floors and a bare-walled white, square 
room where most of the recording takes place. It 
wouldn’t cross most people’s minds that top albus 
like Nirvana’s “Nevermind,” Fleetwood Mac’s “Ru- 
mors,” Red Hot Chili Peppers’ “One Hot Minute,” 
Queens of the Stone Age’s “Rated R” and countless 
Tom Petty and the Heartbreaker’s titles have all been 
recorded to tape in the same outdated building. 

Foo Fighters’ main man and former drummer of 
Nirvana, Dave Grohl, organized and directed a docu- 
mentary to honor the studio and what it offered to the 
music history. “Sound City Movie,” which was offi- 
cially released on Thursday, marks Grohl’s first fea- 
ture film as a director. 

The movie starts out with a simple history of how 
the studio, which used to be a Vox Amplifier factory, 
started in the late 1960s and went on to become one of 
music’s landmarks in rock ‘n’ roll history. The instil-

lation of the “Neve Board,” a massive one-of-a-kind 
studio soundboard, made Sound City stand out to mu- 
sicians like Tom Petty and Neil Young. 

Grohl, who started making the movie after pur- 
chasing the “Neve Board” in 2011, devotes a scene 
in the film to something called the “drum sound” in 
Sound City. Something that anybody can overlook in 
any song, the drums, was one of the main reasons why 
musicians would travel to the studio to hold record- 
ing sessions. The “drum sound” even brought together 
members of Fleetwood Mac, who formed in 1973 in 
Sound City. 

An extensive array of archive footage and inter- 
views with past managers, record producers and mu- 
sicians who worked: at Sound City offer an idea of 
what the environment was like before computers and 
pro-tool technology existed. Musicians had to practice 
before they entered the studio. 

. Grohl also includes clips of Nine Inch Nails mas- 
termind Trent Reznor, who creates most of his in- 


dustrial, anger-filled rock music with computers. Un- 
like most musicians who use computers, Reznor does 
not rely on the machine to make his sound blemish- 
free. He rather uses computers as an instrument and 
not as a buffer. 

A focus on digital versus analog gives the film not 
only a look into the history of the music industry, but 
it also gives another perspective and depth on the cre- 
ative process of making music. 

After Grohl purchases the “Neve Board” and in- 
stalls it into his own studio, Studio 606, he gathers 


the Sound City artists to relive the tonal qualities that | 


emulate from the board. Basically, an ultimate jam 
session takes place among greats like Rick Spring- 
field, Stevie Nicks, Trent Reznor, Josh Homme and 


- John Fogerty. 
The film crescendos when Grohl invites former © 


members of Nirvana, bassist Krist Novoselic and gui- 
tarist Pat Smear, to jam with the mop-top originator 
and song writing extraordinaire, Paul McCartney. The 
four men entered the mic-filled room and did multiple 
live takes of a heavy blues rock song that was written 
on the spot, “Cut Me Some Slack.” 

While Grohl pounded his drums and McCartney 
belted vocals into the microphone, Smear and No- 
voselic got back into their Nirvana-days groove and 
blended their amplified distortion into the energy of 
the song. 

One of the most heart-warming aspects of the film 
was getting to see the artists at work. An inside look at 
how music-greats create the sounds in their heads by 
using physical instruments and recording it onto a reel 
to reel tape recorder gives hope that music and rock ‘n’ 
roll may still have a heartbeat.

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Long Beach State beats Cal Poly with defense 


The 49ers held the 
Mustangs to just 31.5 
percent shooting in 
the 50-48 victory.

_ For the second time in four days, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team came. from behind to win by two 
points on its home court. 

The ‘Niners (13-8, 9-1 Big West 
Conference) defeated Cal Poly 50-48 
on Saturday night to earn a split of the 
season series with the Mustangs. 

The victory brings LBSU’s winning 
streak to eight games, and it has now won 
23 in arow at home against Big West foes. 

Cal Poly (9-11, 5-5 Big West), which 
handed The Beach its only conference 
loss so far this season (79-73 in January), 
took a 30-25 lead into halftime, but the 


49ers responded with a stringent defen-. 


sive effort in the second half, holding the 
Mustangs to just 18 points after thé break. 

James Ennis led the 49ers once 
again, scoring 18 of his game-high 23 
points in the second half. 

The senior guard shot 7-of-10 from 
field and hit five 3-pointers on eight 
attempts while extending his. streak of 
double-digit scoring to 26 games. 

“Staying together was the main 
thing,” Ennis said of the win. “[Cal 
Poly] is a team who toughens up on the 
defensive end.” : 

Ennis was also perfect from the 
free-throw line on four attempts. He 
drained’ a pair of clutch free throws 
with 5.9 seconds remaining to put The 
Beach up by four and seal the contest. 

Possibly the biggest play of the 
evening came with 1:20 to play when 
sophomore guard Mike Caffey took to 
the dribble, then stepped back and con- 
nected on a jumper from about 18 feet 
out to break a 46-46 tie. 

“I saw the court was spread and the 
shot clock was winding down, so I 
just tried to make a play,” Caffey said. 
“They played good defense on me, but 
I got it of f.” 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
he was happy with the continued de- 
fensive effort and the team’s ability to 
hold on for the win. 

“This was a great win for us,” he said. 
“They’re a very good defensive team, 
and every point is going to be contested. 
To our guys’ credit’ on the other side, 
we made most of their points contested 
also. If you look back at the history of 
playing them, for us it’s always been 
tough. We hadn’t kept a team under 60 
points all year and now we’ve done it 


three times in a row with three wins at 
home, so it’s getting better defensively.” 

Monson added that it is important for 
the team to keep winning while it im- 
proves and the players continue to be- 
come more comfortable with one another. 

“Rebounding was super disappoint- 


ing in the first half, but we only gave up 
two offensive rebounds in the second 
half, so that was encouraging,” he said. 
“To be able to improve and win when 
you know you can play better than that 
is encouraging.” 

Cal Poly was paced by Kyle Odister,

Ammerman shines as

The Long Beach State men’s volley- 
ball team. defeated top-ranked Brigham 
Young in a gripping five-game match on 
Friday evening at the Smith Fieldhouse. 

The seventh-ranked 49ers (8-3, 6-2 
Mountain Pacific Sports Federation) 
didn’t allow 3,000-plus BYU fans in- 
terfere with their play as they battled 


their way to a 25-23, 19-25, 25-18, 16- 
25 and 15-10 victory. 

BYU (5-2, 4-1 MPSF) got out in 
front early in the first set, as it used 
its home-crowd advantage to jump on 
the 49ers 15-10. LBSU was able to tie 
things up at 15 though with the help of 
two kills and an ace from junior Dalton 
Ammerman. The two teams then went 
back and forth, but a 7-1 run by the 
‘Niners gave them a slight 23-21 edge. 

Junior Taylor Crabb finished the set 
for LBSU by throwing down a punish- 
ing kill that momentarily silenced the 
crowd, giving the 49ers a 25-23 win 
and a 1-0 lead in the match. 

_ At this point it was clear that Am- 
merman had a special performance in 
the works, as he had compiled a total of 
8 kills in the first set alone. 


Set two saw both teams exchanging 
blows until a 5-1 spurt from BY U shot 
the Cougars out in front, 19-15. They 
then proceeded to end the set on a 6-2 
run and even the match following the 
25-19 victory. 

LBSU came out looking to improve 
in the third set, and it did so by getting 
out to an early 6-2 lead. Redshirt fresh- 
man Taylor Gregory and junior Ian 
Satterfield kept the 49ers in the lead 
with a kill apiece. LBSU then began 
distancing itself with a 4-1 run to get 
a 21-12 lead. 

BYU battled back to cut the LBSU 
lead to five, but a final kill by Crabb 
took the wind out of BYU’s-sails and 
gave LBSU a 25-18 win in the set, push- 
ing the ‘Niners ahead 2-1 in the match. 

The fourth stanza had BYU sitting 
in the driver’s seat the whole way. After 
going on a 17-7 run, the Cougars led 21- 
11. LBSU tried to make a late comeback 
with three straight points, but it was 
too little too late. Freshman Ben Patch, 
who ended the night with 17 kills for 


the Cougars, was the deciding factor in 


’ the set. He had help from junior Taylor 


Sander, who recorded four kills in the 
set and 21 kills for the match. 

Emotions ran high as the fifth and 
final set of the night began. LBSU 
kept its composure going into the set 
and started out by getting up on BYU 
8-5 with a kill from Crabb. Crabb then 
added four more kills, bringing his kill 
tally on the night to 19 and pushing the 
‘Niners to within a point of upsetting 
the top ranked Cougars. 

Then, to put an exclamation point 
on-an already brilliant night, Ammer- 


‘man recorded his 21st kill, a deafening 


match-point blow that clinched the set 
15-10 for the 49ers and allowed them to 
exit Utah with a 3-2 win. 

With the win over BYU the 49ers 
are off to their best MPSF start since 
going 7-1 in 2008. 

LBSU will host fourth-ranked Pep- 
perdine at 7 p.m. on Wednesday night 
and then face off against No. 8 Southern 
California at the same time Friday night.
